AWARD 


These several petitions have been filed under Section 33A of the Industrial 
Disputes Act. 


2 . The allegations in the several petitions are practically indentical, and they 
are to the effect , that the opposite party , the management of Palana Colliery , 
Palana, contravened the provisions of Section 33 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 
that the petitioners are the concerned workmen in l . D . No. 81 of 1958 , that they 
are all permanent workmen of the Mines, that the opposite party altered to 
their prejudice, the conditions of service applicable to them by imposing com 
pulsory lay - off on them on the days from 15th to 21st January, 1959 , that such 
lay -off was imposed on the petitioner with a mala fide iptention , and with a 
view to demoralise them , that such lay - off is unjustifled , that it is in contraven 
tion of Section 2 (kkk ) of the Industrial Disputes Act , that such lay -off has been 
resorted to by the management without taking permission from the Tribunal, 
that there has also been violation of the Standing Orders , and that suitable relief 
should be awarded to the petitioners, 


3 . The management contend , that there has been no contravention of the pro 
visions of Section 33 , that the lay - off is not connected with the dispute , that it 
was not necessary to obtain any permission of the Tribunal for resorting to 
lay - off, that these applications under Section 33A are not maintainable , that 
the lay - off is justified, that the lay -off is a statutory condition of service , that

the management had acted only in accordance with law , that there has been no 
violation of any Standing Orders , and that all the applications should be rejected . 
4 . The issues , that arise for determination , are : - - 

( 1 ) Whether the lay -off is justified , and is in accordance with law ? 
( 2 ) Whether there is a contravention of Section 33 of the Industrial 

Disputes Act ? 
( 3 ) Whether these several petitions are maintainable ? 

( 4 ) To what relief, if any, are the several pctitioners entitled ? 
(88ue No. 1. 

5 . These several petitions arise out of I. D . No . 81 of 1953 , which is an indus 
trial dispute between the management of Palana Colliery , Palana, and its 
workmen , The several pctitions contain practically indentical allegations, and 
the defence is also common . They have all been tried together at the request 
of parties , and the common evidence has been recorded in I. D . No. 95 of 1959, 
and all these petitions are disposed of by a common judgement. 

6 . The several petitioners claim to be permanent workmen of the Colliery . 
They were laid - off on several dates between the 15th and 21st January , 1959 . 
Ext. M / 2 is a notice , that was put up by the management on 15th January , 1959 , 
to the effect, that, as a notice had been received from Bikaner Power House , 
that there would not be full supply of power for about 5 or 6 days, the work 
in the Colliery would be stopped from 16th January , 1959, except that workers , 
connected with water supply and workshop , and Chowkidars , would be attend 
ing to their normal duty , as usual. The contention on behalf of the management 
is , that the lay - off had to be resorted to because of shortage of power supply . 
Ext. M / 1 is the copy of the notice, that is said to have been recelved from the 
Bikaner Power House , which admittedly was supplying power to the Palana 
Colliery . This notice is dated 12th January , 1959 , and it is mentioned therein , 
that, due to cleaning of turboset from 15th January , 1959, for about 5 / 6 days 
there would be irregular supply of electricity on various feeders keeping the 
essential services , like Water Works, and Hospitals , only going. It is further 
mentioned , that every attempt would be made to complete the work within the 
stipulated time, or earlier , and resume supply at the earliest. The inconvenience 
to consumers was regretted , as the work was very essential , and could not be 
postponed 


7 . According to the case of the management of the Colliery , owing to this 
interruption in power supply , there was power shortage from 15th January , 
1959 for about 5 / 6 days . The steam boiler operates on water , and , as the water 
supply could not be guaranteed , owing to interrupted supply of electricity , it 
was not possible to proceed with coal production . In addition , the stock of 
lignite had nearly doubled since the beginning of the month due to the Bikaner 
Power House not accepting supply , and the danger of catching fire could not be 
Ignored . Consequently all work in the Colliery was stopped , except for repair 
work , and maintenance work to machinery , for which workers , under the charge 
of the Head Fitter , and workshop staff were deputed . The Colliery water well 
staff were also kept on duty to ensure supply of water for drinking purposes 
and for washing out of the steam boiler . Chowkidars were also kept on duty 
for the purpose of safe - guarding property . The workmen , who were on the 
muster rolls , could not , therefore , be given work in the above circumstances, 
and were laid -off . Those , who had completed one year s continuous service , 
were paid lay -off compensation in accordance with law . 


8 . In support of the management s case , we have the evidence of Shri M . G . 
Fell, the Mines Manager . According to his evidence , the Bikaner Power House 
issued a notice in terms of Ext. M / 1 . Having experience of irregular supply 
of power and consequent shortage of water , which had been experienced upto 
that time, and also in the previous month , and being afraid of further irregular 
supply on account of over - hauling of Power House machinery , it was decided , 
to take advantage of the situation to thoroughly clean and wash out and descale 
the steam boiler. The Inspector of Boilers , when he examined and tested the 
boiler, for working in July , 1958 , had remarked , that the boiler surface inside 
was covered with scaling , and that it should be descaled at the first opportunity . 
Therefore, he took this opportunity to wash out the boiler . From the second 
relay on 15th January , 1959 he stopped the work . The boiler had to be cooled 
off before any work of descaling could be done. On 16th the boiler Attings were 
opened, and the boiler was attended to from 16th to 19th , 18th being a Sunday . 
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Certain masonary repairs were also attended to . As the notice issued by the 
Power House indicated shortage of power for 5 / 6 days , the boiler was Alled on 
the 20th , and gradually it was warned up . Work was resumed on the 21st . It 
will thus be seen , that, according to the management, the lay -off had to be resort 
ed to primarily because of the shortage of supply of electricity . There is no 
doubt at all, that in fact there was shortage of supply of electricity from the 
Bikaner Power House , as proved by Ext. M / 1 . The book "Mineral Resources of 
Rajasthan , issued by the department of Mines and Geology , Government of 
Rajasthan ," has been referred to before me by Dr. Jawahar Lal for the workmen 
in this connection . At Page 7 the following observations occur : 

" A horizontal Lancashire boiler is used for generating steam power to hoist 
lignite from the mine as well as to run the lift cages used by the miners . The 
winding engines driven by electricity are also used . The ventilation is provided 
by large fans driven by electricity . The lignite is removed from pit -head in 
wagons by means of railway siding connecting the mind with the Palana railway 
station on the Northern Railway." 

It will be seen , that without the boiler being used , it was not possible to work 
the mincs . The boiler was necessary for generating steam to hoist lignite in the 
mines , as well as to run the cages used by the Miners . The winding engines 
required electricity for their use . Ventilation was provided by large electric 
fans. The supply oť electricity was all important for the purpose of work in the 
mines. When the Bikaner Power House gave notice of interrupted power supply , 
and therefore, shortage of power for 5 / 6 days, and when they intimated , that only 
essential services, like Water Works and Hospitals, would be kçpt going, it is 
fair and reasonable to hold , that the management were fully justified in laying-off 
the workers. Without adequate and full power supply the mines could not be 
worked . The boiler was all important, and It needed water for its being used . 
When there was no possibility of full power supply there was no possibility of the 
boiler being used without adequate water supply . 

9 . However evidence has been led on behalf of the workmen to prove , that 
there was enough and adequate water supply . WW1 is Shri Khat Ram , who 
Is a Pump Driver , working in the Colllery Water Well at Paluna . According to 
his evidence, he was on duty during the entire period of lay - oil , so also the 
other workers working in the Water Works. The reservoir is 14 x 20 X 9 . Every 
day there was running of the pump and water was being puinped up ty electricity . 
The water supply was all right. While supplying 1 feet of water from the reservoir 
level, there was still 3 or 4 feet water in the reservoir . For all the three shifts 
in the working pit 4 feet of water in the reservoir was necessary , and this much 
water was available in all the days of lay -off . In cross - examination he states, 
that there was interrupted supply of electricity during the day, but continued 
supply during the night. There was quite enough supply of electricity , both day 
and night, to enable enough water to be pumped in the reservoir . He says, that 
he has been working in the Colliery for the last 20 years without any blemish . 
I however prefer to believe the evidence of the Manager in this connection . It 
is improbable , that, with insufficient and interrupted power supply , enough water 
was available for running the steam boiler. The evidence of WW1 is unbelievable , 
and is put- forward merely with a view to help the workmen . I am satisfied with 
the truth of the evidence of Shri Fell, the Manager, that there was not enough 
and sufficient water at any time durįng the lay -off period to work the pits , as 
also to meet the other demands of the Colliery . Supply of water for purposes 
of drinking and for domestic purposes was the primary concern of the manage 
ment during the time of interrupted power supply . It is quite likely that the 
working of the pumps, just ensured water supply for the domestic needs of the 
Colliery . I am not able to hold , that, during these days of lay -off , there was 
enough water , which could have been pumped up in sufficient quantity to enable 
the boiler to be run . 


10 . Attention has however been drawn by Dr. Jawahar Lal to the notice : Ext . 
M / 1, wherein it is mentioned , that the Power House would maintal: power supply 
to Water Works and Hospitals, and that this shows, that during the period of 
lay -off there was enough supply of power to enable sufficient quantity of water 
to be puniped from the water well to enable the working of the pits . I am uriable 
to accept this contention . In my opinion the words " water works" can have 
reference only to the scheme of water supply , in places served by the Power house , 
to enable supply of water for drinking and domestic purposes . Even taking the 
most lenient view , it could only mean , that in the Palana Colllery there wos 
enough supply of electricity to enable adequatc water to be pumped for drinking 
and domestic purposes . It can by no means be said , that the Power House agreed 
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to supply of adequate power to enable the mines to be worked . It is however 
argued by Dr . Jawahar Lal, that Shri Fell admits that during the lay -off from 15th 
to 21st he night have kept some workers on siding work , for supplying whatever 
water was got, by water tanks, to the reservoir at the old pits , from where Camel 
men took water to the new pits , for boiler and other use . About 7 Tank Pushers 
may have taken water to the old pits. There were 19 Camelmen on duty from 19th 
to 20th only . They had sufficient work to do on 19th and 20th . It is firgued , 
that the fact that Tank Pushers and Camelmen were employed , shows, that there 
was water supply to enable pits to be worked . I am unable to aeree As already 
indicated . Shri Feil was anxious to maintain supply of water for domestic and 
drinking purposes in the Colliery . It is only on the 19th and 20th , that 19 Camel 
men are admitted to have been on duty , Shri Fell has no idea as to the exact 
quantity of water transported by each Camelmen to the pits . He admits , that 
every Camelmen takes about 7 to 8 loads of water ( Pakhals ) . He cannot say 
off hand the quantity of water required to run a pit , or whether 30 " pakhals " 
are suffrien ! to run a pit . This evidence cannot at all be taken to mean , that 
there was adequate water supply even on the 19th or 20th , to enable to mines to 
be worked On the other hand , it is important to note , that the evidence of 
Shri Fell discicic : that the boiler was Olled on the 20th , and it had to be gradually 
warmed up . This enabled the resumption of work on the 21st . The transport of 
water on 19th and 20th is easily explained by the need for getting the boiler ready 
to enable work to be resumed on the 21st . This does not at all support the conten 
tion on behalf of the workmen . It is established on the evidence , that whatever 
power was supplied was just sufficient to operate the pumps in order to enable the 
Colliery to supply sufficient water for drinking purposes and for domestic needs, 
and also for woshing out of the steam boiler and not for working the mines. 

11. Another fart to be noticed is , that to enable work in the mines to go on , 
continued supply of electricity was absolutely necessary . It was also necessary 
for running the fans to ensure entilation and to run the winding engines . With 
shortage of power it was not possible to carry on these operations, and the 
management had no alternative except to stop working the mine . 

12 . It is however argued , that a number of workmen were employed during the 
period of lay -off, that this shows, discrimination that the motive of the management 
in laying off the present petitioners was victimisation . And that, in these circum 
stances, the lay -off cannot be defended . It is admitted by Shri Fell. that the 
workinen mentioned in the list. Ext. W / 9A and marked by him ag serial numbers 
1 - 23 were on duty during the lay - off, period , from 18th to 20th January . A persual 
of Ext. W / 9A would show , that these workmen comprised Fitter , Head Fitter , 
Black Smith , Hammer man , Boiler Attendant, Motor Mechanic , Machinists . etc . 
As stated above, the inaction caused by the interrupted power supply was taken 
advantage of hy Shri Fell to have the boller descaled . There was nothing wrong 
in doing so . Fie was merely carrying out the instructions of the Chief Inspector 
of Bollers, who had demanded , that the boiler should be descaled at the earliest 
opportunity. If the boiler was to be descaled , it was necessary to open it up , and 
the services of the Fitters and the others workshop men were absolutely necessary . 
Nos. 1 -6 were stilled technical hands , and they were provided with Assistants , 
Nos . 9 - 15 , though on other occasions they may not have worked as Assistants . 
Nos . 10 - 15 . 20 and 22 were connected with the working of pits . Nos 17, 18 and 19 
were doing work connected with truck loading . I fail to see how it can heheld , 
that , when these persons, whose services were essential, were retained to do duty 
during the lay -off period , it can be held , that there was victimisation of the several 
petitioners . It was not possible to give work to the several petitioners, because 
the working of the mines was stopped , and the primary cause therefor was the 
shortage of power. 

13 The next contention , that has been raised before me, is that some of the 
petitioners are l: cluded in the categories of Wagon Luaclers and Truck Loaders 
that there was no need to lay them off , and that there was enough work for them , 
The cvidence of Shri Fell is , that there were some loaded wagons, which had been 
loaded on the siding, but they were there because the railway had riot pulled them 
off. He says, that the practice is , for him to inform the Bikaner Division of the 
Northern Railydy, as to the wagons required , 24 hours earlier . Then wagons 
are supplied by the railway . They may be more or less than the wagon asked for 
However on 15th January , 1959 the stock of coal was 1778 tons and 15 cwt. The 
despatches between 15th January , 1959 and 21st January , 1959 amounted to 371 
tons and 15 cw The work of loading this , was done by piece rated wagon 
loaders , and Trurk Drivers , who were not driving the Trucks, and this despatch was 
on 19th and 20th It is not as though , that there was enough work for all Wagon 
Loaders , so that they could be employed . The evidence of Shri Fell shows, that 
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there was a large accumulation of stock of lignite. The evidence also establishes . 
that the Bikaner Power House did not take any lignite on many days in the pre 
vious month , and also in January Shri Fell came to know , that some lignite 
would be received about the 19th . Then he engaged men on the 19th and 20th for 
transporting lignite . When there was already accumulation of stocks there was no 
purpose ii further adding to the stocks by working the coal mincs As Shri Fell 
says, there was no use raising coal unless it was disposed of as soon as possible . 
At page 7 of the Book , already referred to , it is stated , that due to the soft and 
friable nature of lignite and its susceptibility to spontaneous combustion , it is 
not possible to extend the working far to the Interior and roof falls . When there 
was danger of spontaneous combustion , there was no point in further adding to 
stocks that had already accumulated . There is no force in the criticism , that work 
should have been provided to Wagon Loaders and Truck Loaders . There was no 
arrangenient for supply of lignite to others , other than the Power House at Bikaner , 
Mr. Fell got notice from the Power House , intimatang , that they would stop taking 
lignite from the mines . In January there were despatches of coal only for 6 
days. T here was also no supply of wagons due to large supply of Bengal coal 
in the Power House . Screening of coal also became necessary as objection was 
raised by the Power House to the existence of dust and small pieces. It is perfectly 
well established , that, due to circumstances beyond the control of the management, 
they were obliged to stop all working of the mines. They had to keep on duty 
only such persons as were required for cleaning the boiler , the well workers and 
the chowkidars, I he theory of victimisation is baseless . 


14 . It is next argued , that there was no necessity to stop work on the boiler 
for 5 / 6 days, that generally maintenance work was attended to on Sundays, and 
that the contention of the management, that they closed down all working in the 
inines because of stoppage of the boiler , is of no force . This contention also is 
unterable . As is clear from the evidence of Shri Fell, there was nced for descaling 
the boiler . This could not have been attended to on ihe weekly olf days. Owing 
to the interrupted power supply it was not possible to work the mines . This 
opportunity was taken advantage of to descale the boiler , which required some 
days for its completion . There is no force in the argument, that there was no 
necessity for the lay -off , and that the descaling could have been attendod to on 
any one of the weekly off days . 


15 . On a consideration of the entire evidence , and all circunstances , I and , that 
the lay - off is fully justified, and that it is within the terms of Section 2 (ikk ) of 
the Industrial Disputes Act . Shortage of power supply and Accumulation of 
stocks are good reasons for lay - off. It is also in accordance with the Standing 
orders . I further find that it is bona fide, and was resorted to in circumstances 
beyond the control of the management, and that it is mala fide, and that the several 
petitioners were not laid off with a view to victimising thern . 
Issue Nos. 2 & 3 

16 . The contention on behalf of the workmen is , that even ussuining , that the 
lay -oil was justifled , still the action of the management is illegal, because the 
prior permission of the Tribunal was not taken . It is urged on behalf of the 
Union , that Section 33 ( 1 ) of the Industrial Disputes Act applies to the facts of 
this case . I am unable to up -hold this contention . It is no doubt true, that all 
the workmen , the scveral petitioners, are concerned in the dispute , but the lay - off 
was in respect of matters unconnected with the dispute . The references raises the 
question of wage structure for the several workmen , Section 33 ( 1 ) cannot apply to 
the facts of the present case . 

17 . These several petitions are governed by Section 33 ( 2 ) of the Industrial 
Disputes Act. Even then , it cannot be held , that there is any contravention of that 
section , on the ground , that there was an alteration of the conditions of service of 
the several petitioners. The management are entitled to lay -off workmen in 
certain circumstances . Under Section 2 (kkk ) there is the statutory right which the 
management have of resorting to lay - off and the workmen are under an obligation 
to suffer this disability by virtue of the provisions of the Industrial Disputes Act . 
The condition of being laid -off is a statutory condition . When such lay -off is 
justified , and it is in accordance with Section 2 (kkk ) of the Industrial Disputes 
Act, it is not possible to hold , that there is any alteration of the conditions of 
service . 


18 . It is however argued , that , according to the Standiny Orders , there can be 
no alteration , or stoppage of shift , except in consultalion with the Union , and 
that the lay -off, that was resorted to without consultation of the Union , is not

valid . This contention also is of no force . On the facts of the present rase , 
we are dealing with a case of lay -off according to statute . The statute has the 
effects of over ridding the provisions of the Standing Orders. When lay -off is a 
statutory condition of service , it is futile for the workmen to rely upon the 
Ştanding Orders When the lay -off is justified , as I have found above, and when 
It is permitted by law , and when it is statutory condition of service , I am unable 
to hold , that there is any alteration of the conditions of service within the meaning, 
of Section 33 ( 2 ). There is no contravention therefore of Section 33 in any manner . 
In the absence of contravention of this section , the several petitions under Section 
33A of the Industrial Disputes Act are not maintainable. 
Issue No. 4 

19 . When the lay -off is justified, and when these petitions are not maintainable, 
the several petitioners are not entitled to any relief . 


20. In the result , all the several petitions are dismissed , No order as to costs. 

21. An award is passed in each of the said petitions accordingly in the above 
terms.
